Peraonal Sketobea of Two Remark» 
able Men. 


Prof. Phelps of tlie Kivst State Norm­ 
al School, accompanied the Yellowstone 
Expedition, and contributes intere.sting 
letters to Ihé W^inoria Kepublican. From 
a letter dated sixty miles west of the 
Missouri, July 1, we extract the follow­ 
ing in regard to Gen. Custer and Gen. 
R osser; 
In the afternoon Gen. Custer came 
over to our tent, and himself and Koascr 
for an hour or move rehearsed the inci­ 
dents of the war, in which they partici­ 
pated on opposite sides. 
They were 
fellow-cadet.» at West Point in 
Rosser in the first and C'n,-.ter in llie 
second class. 
But owing to the neses- 
sities of the war botli classe.-» wtM-e 
graduated at the same time. 
Kos.ser, 
however, having 
been ordered home 
, two or three weeks before the clo.'^e ol 
We are of the | thear-ademic year, never received his di 
ploma. 
Being a 
V’irginian, he tooK 
service at once in the Confederate army, 
and before the clo.se of the war he, as 
well 
Custer, rose to tbe brevet rank 
of Major General. 
Both tvere cavalry 
officers, and they were pitted against 
each otiicron mnny a hard fought field 
with varying fortunes. 
They were foe 
men at Five Forks, the Wilderness, Get- 
ty-sbiirg and nearly all the battle fields of 
the Old Dominion. 
Until this oeca.sion 
they had met but once since ihe*close 
of the war. 
The interview wa.s ex­ 
ceedingly plessant and deeply iniere.sl- 
ing. 
Their mutual iiucstions and ex- 
phanatiouH concerning the many combats 
i to waich they had been partie.s, cleared 
Í up poinW which before were niysteriou.s, 
of unexcelled grazing, and agricultural and afibrued an ent<;r:auunent to their 
lands; running past it is the second

let^dingont from it in various directions 
are valleys rich in soil, and which will 
eventually produce- largely, these val­ 
leys, and rolling prairie land.» extend 
htindreda of miles away 
and will, in 
the near future, demand railway ramifi- 
i-ations whicii will naturally .leek Bis­ 
marck as a centre, terminus, and junc- 
liou. 
The winters are from live to six 
wet-ka sho-ter than are those in the 
vicinity of St Puiii, MinnesiOta ; 0.-11110

eadearors of advarsaries cannot 
prevent growth and prosperity. 
VYe are. 
experiencing here at the present tin:e 
some inconvenience froni a lack of cur­ 
rency. 
It is s.^id the place is' dull, 
times are hard, money is tight; there 
ia nothing to create a large .sized plac«; 
and all that sort of thing. 
Granted; 
but this state of affairs exists all over 
the countiy, East andi W est. 
Bismarck 
ig not alone in apparent, depressing cir­ 
cumstances ; and wa are experiencing 
the same features that wc have witnoaaed 
in the growth of the Groat West during 
the last twenty years or more. 
During 
that time wo have seen St. Paul, St. 
Joseph, Kansas City, Omaha, and all 
of the now largo cities along the upper 
Mi.sfiissippi and Missouri rivers, graw 
upon prairies, swamps, blufis, and bro­ 
ken lands from a two-months-old town 
like Bismarck, to their present magnifi.

St'ttlers on the Public Domain. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
o f '"= Representatives of the United 
States of .America, in Congress Aa- 
- sembled. 
That any per.son who is the head of a 
family, or who has arrived at the age ol 
twenty-one yeans and is a citizen oí the 
United States, or who shall have filed 
hi.s declaration of intention to become 
such, a.s required by the naturalization 
laws of the United States, and who has 
never borne arms against the United 
Slate.s government or given aid and 
comfort to its enemic-s, shall, from and 
after the first of January, eighteen 
huiidrcd and sixty-three, be entitled to 
enter one quarter section or a le.s.s rpsan- 
tity of unappropriated public lands, 
upon W’hich .^.lid person may have tiled 
a pre-emption claim, or wiiich r.:ay, at 
the lime the application 
i.s made, he 
subject to pre-emption at one dollar and 
twenty-five cent.-» or le.s,s per acre ; or 
eighty acres or less of .‘-iicii unappropri­ 
ated lands at two dolíais and fifty cents 
per acre,-to be located in a body, in con

T h e C oal T ra d e an d th e R ailw ajrs. 
It seem s quite probahlo th at a dem and 
for A m erican coal may w ithin a few 
years spring up in Kurope. 
The Eng­ 
lish minc.s already show signs of ex- 
hau.siion in inany lo calities; the su r­ 
face coal has Inii;; been expended ; the 
m ines are sunk 
to an 
extraordinary 
depth, and the oo.st ol m ining has ri.seii 
in proportion. 
The im nunso inanufac 
lu rin g interest,-! of England are rilready 
surt'ering from the high price of coal, 
and Kngli.sh dealers are looking forw ard 
lo the tim e w hen they may be forced U> 
have rtvcour.se 
to the 
boundless coal 
fields of our own country'. 
From their 
lim ited supply the English m iners ex­ 
tracted in IST’d, 120,000,000 lon.s while 
the whole product of the w orld i.s esti­ 
m ated at 200,000,000. 
It is believed- 
th at the dem and m ust steadily inciea.se, 
and England w ill .soon require annually 
100,000,000 tons. 
A portion of ttiis 
vast product is .sent to Franee, G enuany 
and India, but the greater purl is con 
sum ed at hom e in the iron foundries, 
the factories, and the vario\ia uses of do 
m esticlife. 
But the question how long 
their bank of coal, upon which they 
have draw n so lavishly and so wa.steful- 
ly ,w ill bear th is imm ense drain, is dis­ 
cussed by scientific men w ith very dif­ 
ferent conclusion.^. 
Some fortell a 
speedy others a remote, ex haustion; 
m eanwhile the cost of m ining .steadily 
increases, and several of llie deeper 
m ines have already been abandoned. 
T h eir chief resource in the future want, 
w hether far off or near, we are told by 
tliQ English, w ill be the coal depo.sits of 
the U nited States. 
H ere we possess 
50t),000 square miles of coal, 200,000 of 
which may' easily lie made productive. 
We have m ore than tw enty coal fields. 
In Fenn.sylvania there are 12,0.1») square 
miles of bitum inous and 470 square 
miles of anthracite coal. 
W estern V ir­ 
ginia is no le.ss richly provided. 
Illi­ 
nois, M ichigan, Iowa, 
M issouri, and 
several other States abound in lim itless 
.supplies of bituminou.s coal. 
And al- 
thougli the product of our m ines was 
only 41,000,0 jO toms for the p ast year, 
y e t'it m ight readily be increased to s»»p- 
ply the dem and of all We.slern Europe. 
W ith the rise ot the cost of labor and 
all the necessaries of life in EugLaud, it 
would seem probable 
th at American 
coal dealers may soon be able to com - 
pete w ith the European in thoir own 
m arkets, and th at the bitum inous coa’v 
fields of the W estern Stales, now nearly 
neglected, may become llu* .source.s of 
onpreoidented wealth. 
To reach and connect these, vast de 
posits u ith the sea-board, and to britig 
into usefulness the m ineral lands of the 
W est, we .shall need more than ever be 
fore a system of freight railw ays pene 
tratin g the center of the continent, and 
attbrdfug a cheap coim uunicalion w ith 
the sea. 
W ith the pre.sent narrow and 
overcrowiled highw ays, w ith high tolls 
and indifferent .accommodations, il is 
preposterous to think of bringing coal 
from lilinoi.s and Mi.ssouri to feed the 
factorie.s of France and England, or even 
to assist the poor of New York. 
^ et .so 
abundant is the supply in the We.slern 
States, so cneaply* can it be mined, that 
it would only a slight reduntion ol the 
freight to enable th is to be done witli 
profit. 
And w henever a gre.at national 
highway .shall bo constructed, or a serit.s 
of them , which will afford an easy com 
m unicftlion to Chicago and St. Louis, 
there seems no reason to doubt that 
the coal fields of the W est will yield an 
abundant return. 
The riecessarie.s oi- 
life will be m ore equally distributed, aud 
coal, as well as corn and bacon, will bi- 
set free from m onopolies. 
From Pcnn- 
.sylvania to Mi.ssouvi the bank of coal 
would be draw n upoiA by all nations, it 
seems the duty of the com m unity to at 
once provide the.se means of internal 
com m unication. 
The people 
cannot 
starve w ith cold and huger while capi­ 
talists are debating the propriety of an 
investm ent in new' r.ailw.ays, and are 
hoKling a .severe monopoly over the on­ 
ly avenue.s of commerce. 
W h at the 
m ajority of the nation w ant are clieap 
food,cheap coal,and rapid and free inter­ 
nal com m urjication.--( H arpers M eekly.

B n th er pride 
and her dinner are at stake, and all hci 
native obstinacy comes to the surface ;

An alligator 
is rath er .-'uiart about 
some things, 
fie knows as uutcli about 
strategy as a Aiajor Gener.'d of m ilitia. 
He will poi.se him.self on u log, open hi.s 
mouth wide, by elevating his upper jaw, 
and rem ain perfccily quiet 
Ti; u short 
tim e bis m outh will fill with m osquitoes 
and flies, when down wilt come his jaw , 
taking every luosquitu and fly prisoner. 
He swallotvs them, licks his chops, 
and 
devatc.s hi.s jaw lo caid i another floor 
full. 
'I'his (li.sh is regarded by tlic aili 
gator as the mo.st liciicious that tiie 
. viuntiy afl'ords. 
An alligator lives to a green old age. 
Indeed, it i.s a question among tiin.so 
who have given the subjeci profound at 
tentiori, w hether he ever d e.-. uni il some 
body kills him. 
An alligator grows a foot a year. 
Thi.s ha.s been demonstrai< >l. .Sonic yeans 
ago a gentlem an sent an alligator from 
Mobile to Knoxville, Tenne.ssee. 
The 
anim al was three feet long. 
T his .side 
of K noxville the train .stopped for din­ 
ner. 
The alligator sighed for liberty, 
broke out of his cage and made for the 
ilusión river, 
du.stas he got to the 
w atoi’s edge hi.s keeper was upon him 
and grabbed him hy the tail. 
Tiie alii 
gator tiirucU sharply around and dis­ 
played alioiit a foot aud a half of m outh, 
at wdiicb tim e the keeper 
thought he 
would let go. 
W ell, ju si three years afterw ards the 
alligator was killed near the .same place 
and mea.suretl six feet iong,sliowing that 
lie had grown ju st a foot a year. ’This is a 
contribution to natural history which Í 
hope will be <lnly .•tpprccialed by 
the 
scientific world. 
Parties frequently h u n t 
alligator.s 
along the bank of Red river. 
It is rare 
and exciting sport, especially if the am ­ 
bitious hunter accidently lets one of the 
anim als get hold of his foot.
